Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 3.—The suicide , 
of Harry C. Pulliam, president of the 
National I^eague, whose funeial oc­ 
curred at I^uisville. Ky., has Drought 
to light a cinse pronounced on Pul­ 
liam and two friends/of prominence 
who have since met strange fates. 
Four years ago Pulliam, with his 
close friends, Harry K. Thaw and Dr. 
Walk er S. Bingaman, was standing 
in front of the Hotel Henrv here» 
when all laughed aloud at some re­ 
mark . . 
A cripple ip passing the graup at 
the time had fallen to the pavement. 
He thought they laughed at his fall. 
Rising, he cursed Thaw, Pulliam and 
Blngaman 
fiercely, 
predicting 
for 
each one an awful death. 
Pulliam ran af*'’’* the cripple to tell 
him Hi. t th.^y had not been laughing 
at his fall and that they w’ere sorry 
for his misconception, but the cripple 
would not listen. 
Pulliam fYjturned 
to Thaw’ and Pingaman, saying: 
‘T don’t k now’ what 
you 
fellows 
think of this, but I don’t lik e !*■. 
It 
mak es me feel queer; as if something] 
w’ould really happen to us.” 
When Thaw’ k illed White Pulliam 
W’as one of the first to recall the 
curse of the crippled man in Pitts­ 
burg. and from that time forth he 
asserted his belief 
that 
something 
had would happen to all on whom the 
curse had been placed. 
It has been but a short time since 
Dr. Bingaman w’as placed 
in 
the 
Dix mont Insane hospital by friends.

Then , too, if you are just learn in g 
to keep house, you may n ot kn ow that 
there is a bread flour an d a some­ 
what more starchy an d less glutin ous 
pastry flotir.

bread flour. 
You may d istin guish it 
both by its slightly yellowish appear 
an ee, an d by its gran ular, rather than 
powd ery feel. 
Then , too, it d oes n ot 
cake when squeezed in the han d , as 
d oejs the pastry flour. 
Man y excellen t compressed yeasts 
can n ow be had , an d it is perhaps n o 
worth while for a woman who can get 
it fresh to make her own . 
You wil 
require on e pin t of scald ed milk, « me 
tablesf>oon ful of sugar, on e teaspoon 
ful of salt, on e third cake 
of 
com 
pressed yeast, an d . of course, en ough 
flour to make a stiff d ough. 
Be sure 
to measure the milk after it has been 
scald ed . 
Put tbe stjgar. salt

seald er 
r.rilk in to a large 
mixin g 
bowl 
or 
bread pan . stir un til the sugar is d is 
solved an d the milk lukewarm; then 
ad d the yc« st, which has previously 
been s<iften ed in a little w'ater.

ly. stir ill the flour un til you have 
a 
d oughg stiff en ough to fold easily. 
Now mold it for a min tife or two to 
give it shape, as well as to more thor 
oughly mix the in gred ien ts, an d then 
set it to rise in a room of TO d egrees 
Fahren heit, 
Cover it closely with an 
old tablecloth, that the top may n o 
d ry out. an d leave it in peace for 
eight hours. 
Most people like to put 
their bread to rise over n ight, mixin g 
it late In the even in g an d bakin g it 
the first thin g in the morn in g. Or on e 
can mix it in the morn in g an d bake i 
just before d in n er. 
If it has n ot risen sufficien tly in the 
allotted time it is a sign that the room 
was n ot warm en ough d urin g some 
portion of the time of risin g.

They w ere-setting up in the 
independent i ionarchy busineFs 
for 
themselves, and not forced, liKe the 
people of other kingdoms, to take 
w'hat Providence gave them, willy, 
nilly. 
Although they were not suff.ciently 
democratic to raise one of their own 
nobles to the throne, and must by the 
rules of the royal game confine their 
choice to one of kingly blood, the 
Norwegians were yet particular as to 
the character of the man selected to 
rule them.
